Metro Line trains 
could add up to 
16 minutes to 
your commute

The numbers that stare at Edmon¬ 
tonians over the Metro Line are 
daunting — nearly $700 million, 
less than four kilometres of track, 
nearly 18 months delayed. 

But Wednesday, a new set of 
numbers emerged that could see 
those motorists who don’t care for 
the line or intend to use it pulled 
into the conversation — loudly. 

On Wednesday, Transportation 
Manager Dorian Wandzura reported 
to a council committee that it will 
take three to four light cycles to 
move queued vehicles through 
intersections after Metro trains 
have cleared intersections and the 


crossing arms go up. That translates 
to 12 to 16 minutes in wait times 
for some motorists. 

Mayor Don Iveson, who has been 
a councillor since the beginning of 
the line, said the delays are “long¬ 
er than we all thought they were 
going to be,” adding it “causes as 
much frustration for city council 
as it does for citizens.” 

Iveson conceded his confidence 
in the transportation department’s 
ability to deliver is “a little shaky.” 

But he stands by the plan, saying 
council still believes in LRT. 

“It remains our top infrastruc¬ 
ture priority and we are going to 
do a better job of building it into 
the future, and we are going to 
demand that our administration 
keep up with that vision that we 
share with most citizens. 

“We do believe that LRT is at 
the heart of good city building, as 
long as you build it right. So that’s 
our commitment... we are going 
to do better.”

POLICE 

Walmart 

shoppers 

pepper 

sprayed 

Edmonton police are looking 
for two people suspected of 
pepper spraying shoppers and 
shoplifting in a west end Wal¬ 
mart Tuesday night. 

Police were called to the 
Westmount Walmart at around 
9:45 p.m. Tuesday for an “as¬ 
sault with a weapon” com¬ 
plaint. 

The suspects were allegedly 
browsing the Walmart before 
they pepper sprayed two people 
and fled. 

When police arrived, two 
people were being treated by 
ambulance workers for expos¬ 
ure to pepper spray and were 
taken to hospital complaining 
of pain. 

Walmart staff also alleged 
the suspects had shoplifted 
from the store, and Edmon¬ 
ton Police Service detectives 
are investigating the possible 
robbeiy. 

They spoke with witness¬ 
es and reviewed surveil¬ 
lance footage from the store 
Wednesday to determine the 
value of the alleged stolen 
property. 

The two suspects are believed 
to be in their mid-20s. One is de¬ 
scribed as a male wearing high 
top footwear, brown shorts, a 
black t-shirt, and a black hat 
with a sticker on the brim. 

The other suspect is de¬ 
scribed as a female who was 
wearing a black hoodie. She 
had black hair tied in a pony¬ 
tail.

In July they were miffed. Now, 
in September, they’re getting 
plain mad. 

McKernan neighbourhood 
residents are increasingly frus¬ 


trated by a yard sale that has 
gone into its third month, de¬ 
spite the city’s efforts to shut 
it down. 

Since mid-July, the front and 
back yards of a house on the 
east corner of 114 Street and 78 
Avenue have been completely 
filled with old lawnmowers, 
birdcages, rusty pots and pans, 
broken toboggans and other 
nick-knacks the owner is try¬ 
ing to sell. 

The home’s owner has now 
posted a Kijiji advertisement 
for the sale. 

“You will not believe the size 
of this garage sale!!!” the ad, 
dated Sept. 1, reads. 


Neighbours can’t believe it 
either. 

“He’s about to use his lawyer, 
to use eveiy possible means to 
keep this thing going,” former 
McKernan Community League 
president Wayne Rogers said. 

“I find him extremely ag¬ 
gressive and it’s his way or the 
wrong way. He sees that he’s 
bringing tremendous value to 
the community by doing what 
he’s doing.” 

The city issued an order to 
clean up the property in July, 
but the owner appealed the de¬ 
cision, delaying the city’s ability 
to shut it down immediately. 

At this point, it’s unclear 


whether the junk will be re¬ 
moved before snow falls. 

In an email, Ryan Pleclcaitis, 
director of complaints and in¬ 
vestigations in Edmonton, said 
the city can’t speak about the 
specifics on the investigation 
and their enforcement of the 
issue. 

“We are doing everything 
we can to resolve these mat¬ 
ters as quickly as we can within 
all legal parameters,” he said. 

“This is currently one of 
our highest priorities and we 
appreciate the community’s 
concern and patience with us 
as we work to remedy the situa¬ 
tion.” 


A phone call to the number 
listed on the Kijiji ad was an¬ 
swered by a man named Matt 
from the company 1-800-DUMP- 
NOW. 

He said “No comment,” when 
asked about the sale. 

Rogers said the homeowner 
has ignored eveiy effort from 
both city and neighbours to 
shut down the operation. 

“The city is in the process of 
putting an injunction in place, 
but I don’t know what that in¬ 
junction would entail,” Rog¬ 
ers said. 

“The notices were issued to 
him in mid-July, but here we 
are, heading into September.”

Parking requirement 
is on council’s menu

City councillors want to lighten 
Edmonton’s parking rules for 
restaurants, which are among 
the heaviest in the countiy, and 
have even stalled new eateries 
from opening their doors. 

Edmonton’s requirement of 
one parking space for every 
3.6 square metres of dining 
space is the second highest in 
Canada, behind only Calgaiy, 
and far higher than Saskatoon, 
Regina, Ottawa, Toronto and 
Vancouver. 

As a pilot project, council¬ 
lors voted Tuesday to have 
city administration draft new 


regulations for parking in Old 
Strathcona, Jasper Avenue in 
Oliver and the 124 Street area 
that would lower those require¬ 
ments for new restaurants. 

“Compared to other cities we 
really have to do something,” 
said Coun. Bev Esslinger. 

The current restaurant park¬ 
ing requirements don’t apply 
to downtown eateries, which 
Mayor Don Iveson adds has cre¬ 
ated an unequal playing field. 

“We’ve actually created a 
situation that’s unfair to people 
who want to run these types of 
businesses and can’t find space 
downtown,” he said. 

That may be a recognition of 
unfairness that’s hard to hear 
for Saylish Haas. 

Last year, Hass — the co¬ 
owner of the Next Act and 
Meat, near Whyte Avenue in 
Old Strathcona — had to fight 
to open her new BBQ restau¬ 
rant, after parking require¬ 
ments delayed its opening by 
months. 

“We basically were not able 
to open. We were told we would 


not ever be able to open unless 
that bylaw changed,” she said. 

The initial zoning bylaw 
would have required Meat to 
supply 27 parking spaces. The 
business initially got a waiver 
from a city development officer, 
but that waiver was appealed 
by a neighbouring business — 
and Meat could not open until 
city council passed new bylaws.

quirements on businesses slow 
down Edmonton’s progress. 

“Whether you are a retail 
shop or whether you’re a res¬ 
taurant, why should that hold 
you back from being able to 
open? 

“People seem to panic when 
they have to walk more than 
two blocks,” she added. “People 
in other cities walk a lot more 
than we do.” 


Saskatoon: One space per 
10 square metres. 

Ottawa: One space per six 
square metres. 

Toronto: Zero spaces for 
places less than 120 square 
metres, and one per 20 
square metres for larger 
spaces. 

Vancouver: One space per

A high-risk sex offender want¬ 
ed on a Canada-wide warrant 
has been arrested and taken 
to Edmonton. 

Ashton Natomagan, 33, 
was wanted in connection to 
an alleged sexual assault and 
robbery that happened in Ed¬ 
monton on April 11. 


At around 6:30 p.m. that 
evening, a woman says she 
was allegedly sexually as¬ 
saulted by a man while jogging 
west on 116 Ave. and 102 St. 

Natomagan was arrested in 
Prince Albert, Sasic, on Aug. 
23. He was transferred to Ed¬ 
monton on Aug. 31. 


Edmonton police initially 
warned the public about Na¬ 
tomagan in March, when he 
was released from the Grande 
Cache Institution after serv¬ 
ing a 61-month sentence for 
sexual assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm. 

Shortly after his release, 


a Canada-wide warrant was 
issued for his arrest after he 
allegedly violated his parole 
conditions by not showing up 
to his halfway house. 

Natomagan is facing nine 
charges, and is scheduled to 
appear in Edmonton court on 
Sept. 2.

Smart systems: a 
checkered history 


If other Canadian cities provide 
a road map, Edmonton’s jour¬ 
ney to a smart fare system may 
be full of challenges. Here’s a 
brief look at what’s happened 
elsewhere. 

Toronto — Presto 

The Presto card failed to live up 
to its name. The delays start¬ 
ed before it was launched in 
Toronto and continued when 
launched in Ottawa. 

Toronto started looking for 
a company to develop a smart 
card program in 2006. Despite 
a few delays in the original roll¬ 
out, the cards are now moving 
(slightly) ahead of schedule. 

Toronto’s transit system will 
stop accepting cash or tokens 
in 2016. Accenture, a large U.S. 
company was awarded the con¬ 
tract to bring in the service. 

Calgary - Televent/ 

Schneider Electric 

Calgary Transit pulled the plug

on its smart fare system for 
the second time this year after 
Schneider Electric failed to de¬ 
liver a reliable service. 

Calgary first starting look¬ 
ing at a system in 2009 and 
ended its first contract with 
Televent in 2012, after the com¬ 
pany failed to meet reliability 
targets. 

After promises of change, 
the company — now called 
Schneider Electric — again 
failed to deliver a system and 
the contract was called off in 
July of this year.

Transit users could be tapping 
their way across the capital 
region by 2018 and leaving 
their change in their pock¬ 
ets, after the province agreed 
Wednesday to fund a region¬ 
wide smart fare system. 

The province announced 
$28 million in funding for the 


proposed system that would 
allow users to pay with cards 
instead of cash on buses and 
LRT lines in Edmonton, St. Al¬ 
bert and Strathcona County. 

“It’s important that we 
invest in forward-looking 
transportation solutions,” 
said Transportation minister 
Brian Mason announcing the 
funding in St. Albert Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Edmonton Coun. Ben Hen¬ 
derson said he’s relieved the 
plan is moving ahead. 

“We’ve been pushing for it 
for an awfully long time,” he 
said. “I think smart fare will 
be much more convenient for 
the public and easier for us.” 

Lorna Stewart, Edmonton 
transit’s director of custom¬ 
er experiences, said the city

hopes to have a fully func¬ 
tioning system up by 2018. 
She said the city has already 
started the work on a public 
tender. 

The Smart Bus system, 
which currently allows users 
to track buses in real-time, 
will be an important part of 
the system, because it forms 


the basics of the communi¬ 
cation for the fare system. 

Stewart said like other sys¬ 
tems the proposal will have 
a loyalty type card that can 
be preloaded and then used 
as people travel, but they in¬ 
tend to have the system do 
much more. 

“People want to be able 
to pay with a credit or debit 
card; they don’t want to have 
to carry cash,” she said. 

Other smart fare systems in 
Toronto, Ottawa, Calgary and 
Vancouver have struggled to 
implement systems. Stewart 
said the city hopes to learn 
from other’s mistakes, but 
she acknowledged it’s going 
to be a challenge. 

“This is not for the faint 
of heart.”

Edmonton taxis are gaining an 
extra set of eyes on the road 
— and on the back seat — as 
dashboard cameras are being 
introduced. 

A year from now, all 560 taxis 
in the Edmonton Taxi Service 
Group, which includes Yellow 
Cab, Prestige, Barrel and Checker 
taxis will feature 
the cameras. 

Citing safety 
as the main rea¬ 
son for the cam¬ 
eras, Edmonton 
Taxi Service 
Group President 
Phil Strong said 
20 cameras have 
already been in¬ 
stalled.

“A lot of jurisdictions have 
cameras. They’re not compulsory 
in Edmonton, but we decided 
it’s better for us to get them and 
start gaining the advantages of 
having cameras.” 

The cameras cost around $500 
each, plus installation costs. Each 
camera can record 10 days worth 
of footage before deleting it and 
recording again in a continuous 
loop. They will help with cus¬ 
tomer and driver safety as well 
as in accident investigations, 
Strong said. The move follows 
Calgary’s lead, where most taxi 
companies use dashboard cam¬ 
eras, Strong said. 

“We are close with the Calgaiy 
community and have seen the 
benefits of them,” Strong said. 

“In other 
jurisdictions, it 
keeps people act¬ 
ing normal. Es¬ 
pecially in the 
evening, the 
crowd gets a lit¬ 
tle out of control 
sometimes.

METRO LINE SCANDAL 

Council told that 
traffic disruptions 
won’t be temporary

In the days ahead, much will be written 
about the delays to traffic flows that the 
Metro line LRT is creating on several arter¬ 
ial roads in Edmonton’s downtown core. 

But what emerged Wednesday during 
a transportation committee meeting is 
that delays won’t be an interim thing — 
instead, at best, the delays will improve 
by 15 per cent, according to transporta¬ 
tion manager Dorian Wandzura. 

That means 15 per cent less time at 
msh hour than the predicted 12-16 minute 
delays Wandzura outlined Wednesday 
“What we are finding now is in peak 
hours you could get queuing,” he said. 

He added those delays will be “signifi¬ 
cant during peak rush hours,” according 


to the city’s testing. 

Wandzura told council he estimates the 
average wait for a driver at a crossing arm 
will be between two and four minutes, 
but 12-16 minutes during rush hours at 
some intersections. 

Trains ran on “simulated Metro Line 
service” in August to identify issues, and 
the city has been working to mitigate 
delays, he said. 

But traffic at some intersections is al¬ 
ways going to be held up for the maximum 
amount of wait time or worse, regardless 
of synchronizing efforts. 

“At Princess Elizabeth and 111 Avenue, 
the traffic lights will hold red for four min¬ 
utes,” Wandzura said. “That’s the impact 
of our LRT on the road network.” 

Wandzura said that “10,000 passen¬ 
gers” every day getting on and off will 
slow things down, too. 

Mayor Don Iveson called the delays 
“very disappointing” and hinted that 
they could have shaped key decisions 
on the Metro Line. “If (council) had been 
told the delays at intersections would be 
like this, council may have made differ¬ 
ent decisions,” he said.

A 2009 council decision to move the 
NAIT LRT station north from 106 Street 
to just south of the campus was made 
without administration re-assessing 
what it would mean for traffic. 

That decision is coming back to 
haunt both council and the adminis¬ 
tration, as this lack of research could 
mean that drivers at the Princess Eliza¬ 
beth Avenue and 106 Street intersec¬ 
tion could wait as long as 16 minutes 
and four light cycles during rush hour. 

Mayor Don Iveson, who has been a 
councillor since the birth of the Metro 
Line project, said he's unhappy with 
the wait times and noted previous 
councils may have been a "bit thrifty" 
in the decision to keep trains running 
across roads rather than under them. 


in costlier tunnels. As a result, Iveson 
hinted that tunnels may be considered 
for a line that's not yet open. 

"If we are going to create inter¬ 
sections that don't work, I think this 
council wants to know in advance and 
put grade separation in so that the 
train is a win-win," he said Wednesday. 
"And if it costs a little bit more, I think 
what I've heard from Edmontonians 
and I think from my colleagues is that 
would be money well spent." 

Iveson also said moving the NAIT 
station would require students cross 
Princess Elizabeth and walk up into the 
campus. "We don't know if that's feas¬ 
ible or not but we're going to get an 
answer in the next couple of weeks as 
to whether that's worth doing." metro 


Transportation manager Dorian 
Wandzura said his department has 
been running simulations over the 
past couple of weeks to figure out 
the optimum timing between trains 
and signalling lights, and has struck 
"a reasonable balance." 

But when he presented the re¬ 
sults to council, they didn't think 
the worst-case scenario of delays 
as long as 16 minutes in rush hour 
was reasonable at all. 

Coun. Bev Essinger said she 
felt like council had been "hood¬ 
winked," as previous reports did not 
indicate wait times nearly as long. 


Coun. Scott McKeen said he 
was "gobsmacked." 

And Mayor Don Iveson? He's 
planning to validate and double¬ 
check "all of the planning assump¬ 
tions" that went into the Valley 
Line to make sure there are no 
hidden surprises. 

"I'm not just going to take 
Transportation's word for it any 
more," he said. He was a coun¬ 
cillor in 2009 when the decision 
was made to run the Metro Line 
on the surface and at-grade. He 
said council had "asked very hard 
questions" and grilled the trans¬ 


portation department on the traf¬ 
fic impacts. 

"We were told in no uncertain 
terms at the time that there would 
be moderate increases to conges¬ 
tion ... one to two light cycles to 
clear our intersections, but we 
were never told anything about 
three to four. 

"Council asked those questions 
at the time and we were given in¬ 
formation that has turned out not to 
be accurate, and that is very, very 
frustrating for us... We can only 
make decisions based on the infor¬

Lobbies take over 
energy dialogue

'Usual suspects’ 
flood meeting 
for policy input 

Advocates on both sides of Al¬ 
berta’s climate-change debate 
are mobilizing their grassroots 
in hopes of influencing the panel 
that will recommend how the 
province should address the 
issue. 

In one corner, the “Energy 
Citizens.” Created by the Can¬ 
adian Association of Petroleum 
Producers, they are a group of 
people who, according to their 
website, “play a role in spread¬ 
ing the word about the positive 
role energy plays in our lives 
eveiy day.” 

In the other: Greenpeace’s 
newly launched “Get Fresh” cam¬ 
paign, which says “the Govern¬ 
ment of Alberta is creating a 
fresh plan to address climate 
change in Alberta and needs to 
hear your voice.” 

Both groups are urging as 
many of their supporters as pos¬ 


sible to fill out an online survey 
the province hopes will offer 
insight into what average Al¬ 
bertans think. Both sides want 
their members to turn out in 
numbers to government town- 
hall and public-input sessions. 
Both groups are tweeting and 
Facebook-posting like crazy. 

“We are trying to get our mem¬ 
bers and the general public en¬ 
gaged in the consultation pro¬ 
cess,” Greenpeace spokesman 
Mike Hudema wrote in an email. 

“This is a way for people to 
learn more; this is a way for 
people to do more and to speak 
up and have their voice heard,” 
said Jeff Gaulin of the petroleum 
association. 

In the middle, heading the 
government’s panel and tasked 
with listening to both partisans 
and public, sits Andrew Leach. 

“One part of our mandate 
was to provide an opportunity 
for Albertans to be heard,” he 
said. “That’s not the same as get¬ 
ting a statistically representative 
sample of what the population 
of Alberta wants.”

By now there are simply too 
many campaigns to name that 
have been ended by the Ghost of 
Social Media Past. But it’s hard 
to think of a Canadian politician 
who’s endured a public shaming 
as cruel as Ala Buzreba’s. 

The Liberal Party candidate 
in Calgaiy-Nose Hill recently 
resigned after inappropriate 
tweets she wrote in her mid¬ 
teens were unearthed and used 
like digital pitchforks to chase 
her out of the race. Many within 
the social media mob fixated 
on her gender, Arab ethnicity 
and Muslim faith. “Such a cute 
little terrorist,” goes a typical 
comment. 

Compare this to William 
Moughrabi, a Montreal Con¬ 
servative candidate, who is also 
Arab. He didn’t endure any big¬ 
oted backlash following revela¬ 
tions of inappropriate Faceboolc 
comments he’d made at nearly 
twice the age Buzreba was when 
she made hers. 

Numerous studies, some as 
old as Faceboolc itself, have 
shown that women and fem¬ 
inine usernames incur anywhere 
from two to 25 times more troll¬ 
ing, threatening or sexual ha¬ 
rassment than their male or 
masculine counterparts. The 
20-year-old community volun¬ 
teer, University of Calgaiy stu¬ 
dent and Alberta Young Liberals 
executive says she’s dealt with 
trolls since her social justice pas¬ 
sions drove her to online forums 
and Twitter in junior high. 

Last June, shortly after an¬ 
nouncing her candidacy, Buz¬ 
reba learned that a blogger had 
Photoshopped and spread porno¬ 
graphic images of her being 
penetrated by Justin Trudeau. 
Sun Media columnist Tarek Fa¬ 
tah also equated her hijab with 
ISIS support. What followed 
with the scandal was merely 
a crescendo of the racism and 
sexism she suffered. 

Buzreba spoke with Metro 


about the backlash, double stan¬ 
dards and how shamings like 
hers could discourage youth 
from entering politics. 

Metro: How has the scan¬ 
dal affected you? 

Buzreba: The backlash is con¬ 
tinuing to this day. People are 
mean to me and it’s affecting my 
personal life. I’ve been kicked 
out of different organizations 
and clubs that I was a part of. 
I’ve had ex-supervisors disassoci¬ 
ate with me. 

When was the first time 
you were trolled online? 

I was really interested in de¬ 
bate since the time I was 13 or 
14.1 would go online, read the 
news, look at what people are 
saying. I was in the “comments” 
section a lot, fighting back to 


people who were constantly be¬ 
littling people like me — Muslim 
women. But I debate in a nice 
way; I don’t look for fights. 

Tweets like “Your moth¬ 
er should have used a coat 
hanger” don’t sound nice. 
What were you responding 
to? 

“The only good Muslim is a 
dead Muslim,” was one. At some 
point, you just throw it back 
at them. They don’t like their 
own medicine. People called me 
“Muslim trash,” “freeloader of 
the Liberal government.” My hi¬ 


jab was always the focus. People 
are terrified of it. 

It was only a year ago you 
told Jewish-Canadian pundit 
Ezra Levant to “Pack up and 
leave to Israel.” Why’d you 
tweet that? 

He had said something on 
the radio like, “Remember, this 
is Canada, not Gaza.” I couldn’t 
believe radio stations would 
(broadcast) his racist ad. Then 
I tweeted back. I knew about 
Ezra, because he’d attacked two 
people I went to school with, so 
stupid me for saying anything. 


Do you admit your com¬ 
ment was at least equally 
racist? 

Not equally. It was rude. It 
wasn’t nice. But I didn’t tell him 
to “go back to Israel.” I told him 
to go there. I didn’t even know 
where he’s from. 

Before the scandal, porno¬ 
graphic pictures of you were 
Photoshopped and spread 
online by a blogger. How’d 
you respond? 

He wasn’t the only one. There 
was a lot a of Photoshopped 
stuff. I was embarrassed to even 
tell anybody because I didn’t 
want them to see the photos. 
We reported it to Faceboolc and 
Faceboolc said it’s freedom of 
expression. 

Did you ever grow numb 
to it? 

No. It hurts eveiy time. But 
the blows loosen the more you 
get it. If anything all the rude 
comments I got when I was 
younger helped me grow and 
develop some tough skin. 

Do you think you can re¬ 
turn to politics? 

Yes. I have more to see and 
more to learn. I want to change 
how Canadian politics operates 
and I want more women and 
young people voting. It was ex¬ 
citing to have so many of my 
friends come out to volunteer 
politically for their first times. 

Can parties expect can¬ 
didates with clean online 
records? 

If they held the standard of 
being perfect online, they’ll 
have fewer and fewer candi¬ 
dates eveiy year. The person you 
were on social media doesn’t 
necessarily mean the person 
you’re becoming or the person 
you are now. I go through my 
posts at age 13, and I think why 
did I post that — it was so lame. 
People change all the time. 

What’s your message to 
young potential candidates? 

Be careful for what can be 
taken out of context. Be care¬ 
ful of people who just want a 
reaction out of you.

Chief says he won’t vote, even as AFN seeks to mobilize voters 


The Assembly of First Nations 
says aboriginal voters could be 
deciding factors in as many as 
51 ridings and, in a close race, 
could determine the outcome of 
the Oct. 19 federal election — if 
they actually cast ballots. 

But AFN national chief Peny 
Bellegarde may have undercut 
his organization’s campaign to 
mobilize aboriginal voters with a 
frank admission that he’s never 


voted in the past and doesn’t in¬ 
tend to do so this time, either. 

“It’s a very personal choice,” 
Bellegarde told a news confer¬ 
ence Wednesday. 

He said he’s never voted be¬ 
cause he’s been in various First 
Nations leadership roles and 
wanted to preserve the appear¬ 
ance of impartiality. 

Moreover, Bellegarde said he 
was following the advice of First 


Nations elders who advised him 
against voting, arguing that the 
Crown has treaty obligations that 
must be honoured no matter 
which party forms government. 

“Out of respect for those 
old people, I think that’s why 
I haven’t voted.” 

Such views are not uncom¬ 
mon among aboriginal peoples 
and are, at least partly, respon¬ 
sible for abysmally low turnout 


in elections. Elections Canada 
estimates that the average turn¬ 
out for eligible voters on First 
Nations reserves is 44 per cent, 
well below the overall 61 per 
cent turnout in 2011. 

Pressed by reporters to ex¬ 
plain how he hopes to encour¬ 
age others to vote if he won’t do 
it himself, Bellegarde suggested 
he’ll “revisit” his decision to re¬ 
frain from voting. But in an inter¬ 


view a short time later, he dug 
in his heels, stressing his need to 
remain strictly neutral so that he 
can work with whomever forms 
government. 

“If you have to choose, then 
you lose that impartiality and 
non-partisanship,” he said. 

At the news conference, Bel¬ 
legarde unveiled the AFN’s elec¬ 
tion priorities, to which it wants 
all parties to commit. The pri¬ 


orities — including increased 
funding for First Nations edu¬ 
cation, training, child welfare, 
health care and police services, 
creation of a national inquiry 
into missing and murdered in¬ 
digenous women and an action 
plan to address violence against 
aboriginal women — are aimed 
at “closing the gap” between ab¬ 
originals and other Canadians.

It’s race week in Edmonton, and the ‘triath¬ 
lon city’ is ready. While the Tour of Alberta 
bike race comes through Edmonton Sept. 7, 
the preceding days will showcase the ITU’s 
World Triathlon Series Tour at Hawrelalc 
Park, with thousands expected to participate 
and/or watch the excitement. 

Following the successful 2014 Grand 
Final, Edmonton is once again welcoming 
triathletes from around the globe, this time 
for the next-to-last stop before the 2015 
Grand Final in Chicago. 

Two jam-packed days of competition Sept. 
5 and 6 will showcase athletes in elite World 
Cup races, standard and sprint distance age 
group races that determine national and 
provincial champions, a fun try-a-tri and a 
5k/lkm Party in the Park run. 

“There’s about 1,200 people in all the 
races — we have full fields of men and 
women, so it’ll be a spectacular event,” 
said Sheila O’Kelly, general manager of the 


World Triathlon Series (WTS) for Edmonton. 
“Edmonton is known as Canada’s triathlon 
city for good reason — the city is proactive 
about hosting international events, and that 
support and pride shows.” 

As evidence, O’Kelly points to Edmonton 
Mayor Don Iveson and city councillors who 
will participate in Sunday’s corporate events 
(sprint and team races), plus teams from 
Alberta Health, fire and rescue and police. 

In addition to a hoped-for 15,000-20,000 
spectators to watch races in Hawrelalc Park 
or along the nearby run and bike routes, 
the ITU World Triathlon Edmonton is being 


broadcast (live-stream and tape-delayed) to 
an international audience via CBC. 

Edmonton’s triathlon is a feat of swim¬ 
ming (in Hawrelalc Park Lake) followed by 
a 201c or 401c bike race and then a 51c or 101c 
run through the city’s river valley. Youth, 
junior and adult age categories, Kids of Steel, 
Para-athletes and elite men and women 
will compete for points and series results 
in action starting Saturday, Sept. 5. Junior 
and youth competition and the elite para 
triathlon go that day, while Sunday, Sept. 6 
features morning corporate events followed 
by the premiere afternoon action — women 


and men’s elite triathlon and youth/junior 
mixed relay. 

O’Kelly said it was having the 2001 World 
Championships in Edmonton that started 
the legacy of the city as a hub for triathlon 
— in fact, the unique Edmonton Triathlon 
Academy was born out of that first cham¬ 
pionship. 

“We’re still growing — the triathlon 
events held in Edmonton provide great 
exposure for the sport,” she said. “We’ve 
been doing this here for 15 years now — it’s 
a positive experience not just for the ITU 
World Triathlon, but for the whole city too.” 
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Edmonton triathlete 
aims to get back on top 


Elite triathlete Paula Findlay has had a taste 
of being number one in the world, and she’s 
working hard to get there again. 

The 26 year-old Edmonton triathlete 
(ranked in the top 50 worldwide) trains sev¬ 
eral months a year in Boulder, Colorado with 
a group of athletes who compete and travel 
around the world — U.S., Europe, Australia. 

The training is demanding, about 23 hours 
a week of two to three sports per day (swim, 
bike, run) plus gym sessions, physiotherapy, 
etc. 

“It’s great to train at different altitudes 
with strong athletes from other countries,” 
said Findlay. “I like the challenge and variety 
of all three sports too — it’s hard work but 


very rewarding.” 

Findlay started as an Edmonton swimmer 
at age 11 before moving on to high school 
track and then triathlon at the U of A. That 
same year, 2006, she qualified for triathlon’s 
junior worlds and was hooked. 

“My goal is to qualify for the 2016 Rio 
games. Chicago is a qualifying race, but 
Edmonton is a big one on the circuit too. It’s 
important for me to do well here — it’s home, 
and family and friends can be here. That 
makes it special,” she said. 

As she’s just in her mid-20s, Findlay admits 
she’ll probably want to aim for another Olym¬ 
pics down the road. For now though, she’s got 
her sights set on Rio. 
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Focusing on athlete development 


Since 2010, the Edmonton Triathlon Academy 
(ETA) has coached youth (ages 12015), juniors 
(ages 16-19) and under-23 athletes to their full 
potential under the direction of ETA head 
coach Kevin Clark. 

Unique in Canada, the academy is the leg¬ 
acy of a decade of Edmonton hosting highly 
successful international triathlon events. 
After the 2007 Edmonton World Cup, the ETA 
board saw a need for an athlete development 
centre, and so let other Canadian commun¬ 
ities host the World Cups while ETA became a 
focus for developing local and regional young 
talent. 


“But Sheila O’Kelly and the board saw 
that there would be no point developing the 
talent if there wasn’t a showcase for it. So 
the academy and triathlon series are a great 
combination. There are no other world cup 
events that have this in place—there’s great 
support from the city and so much positive 
energy surrounding it,” said ETA head coach 
Kevin Clark, who currently trains about 40 
triathletes, mostly in and around the Kinsmen 
Aquatic Centre and Hawrelak Park. 

While all ETA athletes commit to at least a 
12-month program, junior athletes swim, bike 
and run part-time, able to train while going 


to school and continuing with their current 
clubs or coaches. These athletes take in 5 or 
6 sessions per week—an early morning swim 
followed by after-school bike or runs. Juniors 
manage from 8 to 10 sessions per week, while 
full-time senior athletes (19-plus) train 10 or 
more times per week, racing at a Continental 
Cup or higher level. 

“There’s no pressure for the kids and 
youth. They don’t yet specialize, and they still 
do volleyball or soccer, plus focus on academ¬ 
ics,” said Clark. “Gradually, athletes know if 
triathlon is for them, or if they want to focus 
on one sport. We always want an athlete to 


find their passion—to reach their full poten¬ 
tial.” 

Clark said many current ETA members are 
on provincial teams or are participating in 
Canada Summer Games, Continental Cups or 
half Iron Mans. All are participating in the Ed¬ 
monton triathlon, and will be inspired by the 
several elite athletes who will stay and train 
in the city between this week-end’s event and 
the Chicago Grand Final two weeks later. 

“The current world champion from Spain 
will be here—it’s inspirational and motivat¬ 
ing for our kids to train around and watch 
athletes at the top of their game,” he said. 


Edmonton athlete the perfect 
choice for triathlon ambassador 


You can’t choose a much better ambassador 
for the 2015 World Triathlon Series Edmon¬ 
ton than James Dean. The 38 year-old St. 
Albert physiotherapist and father of four is 
also a four-time Iron Man finisher, a cur¬ 
rent sprint and Olympic distance national 
triathlon team member, provincial aqu- 
athon champion, and a former Canadian 
long course triathlon team member with 
21 completed marathons. 

Add to that a penchant for adventuring 
as City Chase champion and work as direc¬ 
tor of the St. Albert triathlon — Dean is 
one busy man, with the obvious strive and 
spirit embodied by the Edmonton triath¬ 
lon. 

“With City Chase, I’ve had to jump out 
of an airplane and off a five-storey build¬ 
ing, swim in the ocean and much more, 
but triathlon is actually a more intense 


experience,” Dean said. “With ITU sprint 
events, you’re at your limit for the entire 
race — there’s no down time.” 

The high-octane athlete said last year’s 
team triathlon events gave him some of 
his best-ever results (placing seventh in the 
world), so he’s hopeful about doing well in 
this weekend’s sprint too. Dean will take 
on a 750-metre swim, 201c bike ride and 
51c run — though he said cycling is his 
strength. 

“I do a variety of training each week 
— run three times, cycle five times, and 
swim three times,” he said. “I’m not racing 
in Chicago for the final, but I’m aiming 
for the world triathlon championships in 
Cozumel, Mexico in September, 2016.” 

As ambassador of Edmonton’s WTS 
event. Dean said he wants to promote sport 
in general and this race in particular — to 


encourage people to come watch, volunteer 
or participate in the races. 

“I work with kids on the rehab size of 
my work, so as ambassador I’m focused 
on growing the sport to all ages. Edmon¬ 
ton has a world-class race — athletes are 
always wowed by the detail put into the 
event, the river valley and the clean, paved, 
beautiful routes. It’s first-class all around,” 
Dean said. 

Not to forget the important social aspect 
of triathlon. Dean also points to the 5lc/llc 
run/wallc party in the park on the Friday 
before the weekend races, which feature 
entertainment and beer gardens, a sport 
and lifestyle expo, and kids zone.

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Behind training 
for a triathlon 


It doesn’t look easy to the un-initiated — 
the endurance swim followed by a lengthy 
bike sprint and ending with a non-too-short 
run. It’s certainly not an event you can 
sign up for on a whim, but what exactly is 
involved in training for a triathlon? 

Training for a triathlon doesn’t have to 
be arduous unless you have specific goals. 
Try-a-tri involves a 300m swim, 101cm bike, 
2.5 1cm run, while sprint is a 750m swim, 

20 1cm bike and 5 1cm run, and standard 
is 1.5 1cm swim, 40 1cm bike and 10 1cm 
run. To prepare, beginners can sign up for 
stroke improvement classes around town 
before joining one of the local triathlon 
clubs. 

“Once people feel the thrill of excite¬ 
ment of completing a triathlon, there’s no 
going back,” said Jackie Fetter, beginner 
triathlete. “I’ve finished a few races, but 
I’m definitely not experienced. I just love 
the thrill of participating and proving to 
myself that I can accomplish anything I set 
my mind to.” 

While training for a triathlon typically 
involves swimming, biking and running 
throughout the week, the fact that you 
are participating in a number of activities 
means there’s no chance for boredom to set 
in, according to Kevin Masters, co-owner 
and coach of Edmonton’s Aerobic Power. 
Since the mid-1990s. Masters has competed 
in 10 Iron Mans, and many times in ITU 
World Triathlon Championships. 

“Plus the cross training can lessen the 
chance of injury. Edmonton is a fantastic 
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place to train and race — nationally, we 
have one of the best training systems with 
the river valley, and you can easily cycle on 
city streets or farm roads on the outskirts,” 
he said. 

There are a number of triathlon clubs 
and training centres in the city that can 
help achieve your goals, whether it be to 
complete your first triathlon, or qualify 
for the age-group teams that participate in 
world championships. Check with triath¬ 
lon.ab.ca for more details.

With three federal parties neck 
and neck and neck, this is a his¬ 
torically close three-way elec¬ 
tion, and historic political fis¬ 
sures along gender lines could 
make a crucial difference. 

Metro talked with several 
political experts about how 
gender politics are playing out 
in this election and all said 
there has long been a gender 
gap in Canadian politics where 
men, more than women, sup¬ 
port parties on the right and 
women support those on the 
left, and that’s been playing 
out in the polls so far. 

Elizabeth Goodyear-Grant, a 
professor of Canadian politics 
at Queen’s University, said she’s 
noticed politicians — especially 


Liberals and New Democrats — 
have been working especially 
hard in this election to win 
women’s votes, and highlight 
women’s issues. 

That includes the NDP’s 
pledge to end violence against 
women and their national child 


care plan, and the Liberals’ 
focus on nominating female 
candidates, and pro-choice 
candidates. 

“They’re battling for the 
centre and the left, and this 
is where a greater proportion 
of women lie in terms of pol¬ 


itical orientation, compared 
to men,” she said. 

Chris Cochrane, a political 
science professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, said that 
battle for the centre left will 
likely determine the outcome 
of the election. 


While the parties have near¬ 
equal support in the polls, the 
Conservative party is the second 
choice of “virtually no one,” 
which leaves the party little 
opportunity for growth, he said. 

“This is what’s making it 
such an interesting election for 
everybody — we really don’t 
know how these people are 
going to vote, because a lot of 
Liberal voters have the NDP in 
the back of their minds, and 
vice-versa for NDP voters. It 
could swing either way at the 
end of the election and quite 
easily unseat the Conserva¬ 
tives,” Cochrane said. 

In the 2011 election, the Con¬ 


servatives won an estimated 
35 per cent of women’s votes, 
plus 45 per cent of men’s. No 
party, with the exception of the 
NDP in some polls, is polling as 
strongly among female decided 
voters today, as the Conserva¬ 
tives’ 2011 win. 

But now that the incumbent 
party’s support is low, its large 
gender gap is a bigger problem, 
and appears to be worsening, 
said Nelson Wiseman, director 
of the U of T’s Canadian Stud¬ 
ies program. 

“If the Conservatives lose, 
in a large measure, it will be 
because they lost a lot of the 
women’s vote since last time.” 


Homeless in Vancouver — even with $1.3 million for a house

Kate Whyte found out the 
hard way that even a million 
bucks can’t always buy a de¬ 
cent home in Metro Vancou¬ 
ver’s insane real estate market, 


where home sales soared to 
nearly 30 per cent above the 
10-year average this summer, 
according to Real Estate Board 
of Greater Vancouver data re¬ 
leased Wednesday. 

Whyte, a 48-year-old home¬ 
maker who works part time 
in the film industiy, and her 
husband were looking to down¬ 


size to a smaller house in their 
North Vancouver community 
after two of their three children 
left for university. 

They sold their five-bedroom 
house in May for $1.3 million, 
figuring they’d have no prob¬ 
lem finding a smaller place in 
the area. But then the market 
“went absolutely crazy,” Whyte 


said Wednesday. 

Every house they looked at 
suddenly jumped in price, with 
million-dollar homes needing 
extensive renovations to the 
tune of a few hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars. 

As a supporter of the #Don- 
tHavelMillion campaign, made 
up of young professionals 


pressuring the government 
to tackle the housing afford¬ 
ability problem in a city where 
the average house price is over 
a million bucks, she even made 
a tongue-in-cheek sign reading, 
“Homeless, have $1 million dol¬ 
lars, can’t find a home to buy.” 

With their move out date 
approaching on Saturday, 


her family wound up buying 
a house in August for just over 
$1 million. 

It’s much smaller, on an odd 
lot, is leaking and needs exten¬ 
sive renos, she said. 

“Nobody wanted it because 
it’s a real eyesore,” she said. 
“When I tell people what I 
have to fix, their jaws drop.”

Migrants face 
pushback as 
right-wing 
protests flare 

Hundreds of frustrated migrants 
demanding passage to Germany 
jostled with riot police beside 
Budapest’s main international 
train station Wednesday as Hun¬ 
gary spent a second day tiying 
to keep thousands of asylum 
seekers from spilling deeper 
into Europe. 

Scores of officers pushed back 
the crowd, which shouted in 
Arabic and English to be per¬ 
mitted to march around the 
Keleti train station, which has 
become the latest focal point for 
European tensions over an un¬ 
relenting flow of migrants from 
the Middle East, Asia and Africa. 

Passions also flared on Hun¬ 
gary’s border with Serbia as 
right-wing nationalist protesters 
marched to the location where 
migrants use a train track to 
walk into the country. Police 
formed protective circles around 
frightened migrants as the dem¬ 


onstrators from the hard-line 
Jobbilc party screamed abuse 
at them. 

The 28-nation European 
Union has been at odds for 
months on how to deal with 
the influx of more than 332,000 
migrants this year. Such front¬ 


line nations as Greece, Italy and 
Hungary have pleaded for more 
help, while Germany, which is 
expecting to receive an EU-lead- 
ing 800,000 asylum seekers this 
year, has appealed for EU part¬ 
ners to bear more of the load. 

“We have to reinstate law 


and order at the borders of the 
European Union, including the 
border with Serbia,” Hungarian 
government spokesman Zoltan 
Kovacs said. “Without re-estab¬ 
lishing law and order, it will be 
impossible to handle the influx 
of migrants.” 


He said Hungary’s prime min¬ 
ister, Viktor Orban, will take a 
“clear and obvious message” to a 
meeting Thursday with EU chiefs 
in Brussels about migrants. 

On Hungary’s border with 
Serbia, some 300 extremists led 
by Jobbilc party leaders waved 
Hungarian and party flags as 
they marched to the border 
crossing and shouted at the 
frightened migrants — many 
of whom had just completed 
a daylong hike along the rail 
line — to go back where they 
came from. 

Elsewhere on the migrants’ 
long route into Europe, 13 
people died when two small 
boats ferrying them from Tur¬ 
key to the Greek island of Kos 
capsized. Turkish media said 12 
drowned, including a woman 
and three children, while an¬ 
other person died later in a 
hospital. 

The Greek coast guard 
also recovered the body of a 
man south of the island of 
Kalolimnos. It wasn’t clear 
whether that body was con¬ 
nected to the capsized Turk¬ 
ish boats about 22 kilometres 
(14 miles) to the northeast.

Earth has 
3 trillion 
trees: Study 

More than three trillion trees 
now grow on Earth, seven times 
more than scientists previously 
thought. But it’s also trillions 
fewer than there used to be, a 
new study concludes. 

A United Nations-affiliated 
youth group had a goal of plant¬ 
ing one billion trees and Yale 
forestry researcher Thomas 
Crowther was asked if plant¬ 
ing that many trees would do 
anything to help combat hu¬ 
man-made climate change. Trees 
capture and store heat-trapping 
carbon dioxide. 

Crowther said first he had to 
figure out how many trees are 
on Earth and that number was 
far more than anyone expected: 
3.04 trillion trees, according to 
a study published Wednesday in 
the journal Nature. 

The previous estimate was 
400 billion trees and that rough 
count was based on satellite im¬ 
ages peering down from space. 
Crowther and colleagues used 
429,775 ground-based measure¬ 
ments along with satellite meas¬ 
urements and computer models 
to get a more accurate figure.

Bombings kill 20 
in Yemen mosque 


CIVIL WAR 

Car explosive 
detonates as 
wounded are 
carried outside 

An Islamic State-claimed sui¬ 
cide bomber and a subsequent 
car bombing killed at least 
20 people Wednesday at a 
mosque in Yemen’s rebel-held 
capital, Sanaa, amid the coun¬ 
try’s raging civil war, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The suicide bomber blew 
himself up inside the mosque 
during the evening call to pray¬ 
ers, while the car bomb ex¬ 
ploded outside an entrance, 
they said. 

Medical officials said the 
death toll may rise with people 
now in operating rooms in 
several hospitals. 

Witnesses said the car bomb 


exploded while people were 
canying out the wounded from 
inside the mosque, adding to 
the casualties. 

One witness, Hamid Ali, 
said the explosions left body 
parts and bloodied floors in the 
mosque frequented by both 
Sunni and Shiite Muslims. 

In a message circulated on 
social media, Yemen’s local 
Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) affiliate claimed 
the bombing, saying the assault 
was revenge against the Shiite 
rebels known as Houthis that 
hold Sanaa. 

The ISIL affiliate in Yemen 
has carried out similar attacks 
targeting mosques, including 
a series of suicide bombings 
on March 20 in Sanaa that 
killed 137 people and wound¬ 
ing 345. 

Yemen has been mired in 
violence since the Houthis cap¬ 
tured Sanaa last September. 

The Houthis are fighting 


alongside army units loyal 
to former President Ali Ab¬ 
dullah Saleh against forces 
loyal to exiled President Abed 
Rabbo Mansour Hadi as well 
as southern separatists and 
local militias. 

A Saudi-led and U.S.-backed 
coalition has been launching 
airstrilces against the rebels 
since March. 

The conflict has killed more 
than 2,100 civilians, according 
to the United Nations. 

Earlier Wednesday, gun¬ 
men shot dead two Yemenis 
working for the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
on Wednesday as they were 
travelling from the northern 
Saada province to the capital, 
Sanaa. 

Last month, pro-government 
forces backed by Saudi-led air- 
strilces drove the rebels out of 
Yemen’s southern port city of 
Aden after heavy fighting.

18 Turkish workers abducted 


Masked men in militaiy uni¬ 
forms kidnapped 18 Turkish 
employees of an Ankara-based 
construction company in Bagh¬ 
dad early Wednesday, bund¬ 
ling them into several SUVs 
and speeding away, Iraqi and 
Turkish officials said. 

The 18 are employed by 
Nurol Insaat, a Turkish con¬ 
struction company contracted 
to build a sports complex in 
the Shiite district of Sadr City. 

The kidnappers stormed 
the construction site, where 
the workers were sleeping in 
caravans, breaking down doors 
and disarming the guards be¬ 


fore taking the workers away. 

The Iraqi officials said an 
Iraqi national was kidnapped 
along with the Turks. 

Turkish Foreign Ministry 
Spokesman Tanju Bilgic said 
those kidnapped included 14 
workers, three engineers and 
one accountant. 

Turkish Deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister Numan Kurtulmus con¬ 
firmed the kidnappings and 
said Ankara was in close con¬ 
tact with authorities in Iraq. 

“The Iraqi authorities for 
the time being do not have 
information on how the inci¬ 
dent occurred or who captured 


them,” he told reporters. 

Wednesday’s kidnapping 
harkened back to the sectarian 
violence in Baghdad in 2006 
and 2007, when Sunni and 
Shiite militants kidnapped fol¬ 
lowers of the other sect. 

In most cases, the bodies of 
those kidnapped were found 
a day or two later with marks 
of torture and a bullet wound 
to the head. 

Baghdad has been torn by 
violence for over a decade, 
with roadside bombs, suicide 
attacks and assassinations oc¬ 
curring almost daily.

The CIBC survey has found 
that two-thirds of Canadian 
parents polled say they’re feel¬ 
ing the financial impact of sup¬ 
porting their adult children. 

Almost half of them said 
supporting their adult kids is 
hampering their ability to save 
for themselves, while 20 per 
cent say it has actually delayed 
their retirement. 

One in four parents said 
they spend more than $500 
a month to cover their adult 
kids’ rent, groceries and other 
bills. 

The most recent data re¬ 
leased by Statistics Canada in 
2011 showed that 42.3 per cent 


of adults aged 20 to 29 lived at 
their parental home, “either 
because they never left it or 
because they returned home 
after living elsewhere.” 

In 2006, 42.5 per cent of 
young adults lived at home, a 


marked increase from previous 
decades (32.1 per cent in 1991 
and 26.9 per cent in 1981). 

Monica Boyd, a sociology 
professor at the University of 
Toronto who researches the 
reasons young adults live with 


their parents, said the rising 
rate is linked to several factors, 
including school attendance, 
postponement of marriage 
ages and family structures.

Apple gets into news market 


Apple wants to be a central 
part of how you consume news. 

The iPhone maker has forged 
partnerships with CNN, Na¬ 
tional Geographic and others 
— more than 50 companies 
so far, representing hundreds 
of outlets. Apple will launch a 
News service on iPhones and 
iPads as part of a free software 
update this month. That means 
millions of devices will get the 
app on the home screen, with 
no separate download required. 

Users get a customized feed 


of news. Tapping on an item 
delivers the stoiy in a layout 
that resembles a print publica¬ 
tion — without a lot of clutter 
found on many websites. 

Although Apple has partner¬ 
ships with just a few dozen 
outlets, thousands more are 
available through a feed tech¬ 
nology called RSS. These are 
typically top headlines chosen 
by the outlet and presented in 
a standard format that vari¬ 
ous apps, such as News, can 
understand. 


News outlets choose which 
stories go into the service, and 
Apple plans to leave it to its 
software to organize them. In 
tests of a preliminary version 
of News, negative stories about 
the company are still appearing 
prominently, alongside news 
on competitors. 

The service is free, and 
outlets such as The New York 
Times that usually charge for 
online access are offering a se¬ 
lection of their stories for free.

From a national child¬ 
care program to balanced 
budgets, the abolition of 
the Senate and the repeal of 
the Clarity Act, NDP Leader 
Thomas Mulcair has been 
making some hefty promises 
on the way to a leading pos¬ 
ition in voting intentions. 

But five weeks into the 
campaign, he has yet to 
demonstrate how a New 
Democrat government 
would walk its election talk 
on any of the above. 

A national childcare pro¬ 
gram: The NDP is promising 
to create one million new 
childcare spaces over two 
mandates. The result would 
be a comprehensive $15-a- 
day program along the lines 
of the Quebec system. 

But it will not get off the 
ground unless the provinces 
agree to pay 40 per cent of 
the tab. For its part, Ontario 
has signalled that it would 
want the money it already 
spends on childcare to be 
considered part of its share 
of the bill. 

Quebec, whose govern¬ 
ment has been trying to 
rein in its childcare costs, 
would similarly expect to be 
compensated for its efforts 
to date. 

Looking at the lay of the 
land in Canada’s biggest 
provinces, getting to one 
million new spaces could 
either take more than eight 
years or call for significantly 
more federal dollars. 

A balanced budget: When 
the Liberals, under Paul 
Martin, belatedly turned 
their minds to a national 
childcare initiative in 2004, 
the federal government was 
awash in money. Instead 
of overflowing coffers, an 
incoming NDP government 
would find bare cupboards, 

The federal fiscal outlook 


has deteriorated along with 
Canada’s economy. Over 
their decade in power, the 
Conservatives have put bil¬ 
lions of dollars of recurring 
tax cuts on the books and, 
in the process, curtailed the 
federal capacity to invest in 
new national programs. 

The NDP is planning to 
maintain most of those cuts 
— notably a 2-point decrease 
in the GST; income-splitting 
for seniors and the recently 
enhanced child benefit, as 
well as spend more on a var¬ 
iety of social programs. 

The New Democrats will 
publish a fully costed plat¬ 
form before Sept. 17 — the 
day of the Globe and Mail- 
sponsored leaders debate on 
the economy. Expect skep¬ 
tics to go through it with a 
fine-tooth comb. 

The abolition of the Sen¬ 
ate: Quebec and Ontario — 
among other provinces — 
oppose this signature NDP 
promise. Moreover, Quebec 
will insist on having its 
longstanding constitutional 
demands addressed before 
it entertains any other re¬ 
forms. 

Some New Democrats 


have mused about holding 
a national referendum to 
force the provinces’ hand 
on the issue. Good luck with 
that! Unless a majority votes 
yes to abolition in every 
province, the result will lead 
only to the entrenchment 
of the opposition of some 
premiers. 

Even if one were to as¬ 
sume that the arrival in 
power of the NDP would 
magically be followed by 
provincial agreement to 
both clear the Quebec’s 
constitutional slate and 
unanimously abolish the up¬ 
per house, the amendments 
would still have to be voted 
in every legislature over a 
three-year period. 

With zero representation 
in the Senate, how would an 
NDP government manage its 
legislative agenda over those 
years? 

And then there is the 
promise — popular in Que¬ 
bec but controversial in the 
rest of Canada — to repeal 
the Clarity Act and change 
the rules that would guide 
the federal government in 
the event of another refer¬ 
endum on Quebec’s future. 


An NDP government would 
negotiate the province’s 
secession on the basis of a 
simple pro-independence 
majority. 

In the absence of Liberal 
or Conservative support, the 
New Democrats would have 
to lead a majority govern¬ 
ment to effect that change. 
But majority or not, expect 
that proposal to be dead on 
arrival in a non-NDP Senate. 

Mulcair is not the first 
federal leader to vouch to 
pull policy rabbits out of a 
prime ministerial hat. 

With zero 
representation 
in the Senate, 
how would an 
NDP government 
manage its 
legislative 
agenda? 

In 1993, Jean Chretien 
promised to make the GST 
disappear, to finance a na¬ 
tional childcare program 
out of thin fiscal air, and to 
re-negotiate NAFTA, the free- 
trade agreement between 
the U.S., Canada and Mexico. 

As in the case of the NDP, 
today there were plenty of 
unanswered questions as to 
how a Liberal government 
would square the circle of 
its promises. That did not 
prevent Chretien from win¬ 
ning a majority victory and 
from jettisoning his cumber¬ 
some commitments at the 
first politically astute op¬ 
portunity.

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One-year abortion- 
forgiveness offer? I'll 
wait for real change 


The Pope has called for "a wid¬ 
ening of the church's mercy" 
when it comes to women 
who've had abortions. 

That should sound like good 
news to a Trudeau-esque pro- 
choice Catholic like me. 

But instead it adds another 
level of confusion to what is 
already an incredibly nuanced 
church teaching. 

I don't doubt Francis' sym¬ 
pathy for women facing the 
"agonizing and painful deci¬ 
sion" to have an abortion. The 
move might even help some 
women, because it directs all 
priests to forgive what is an 
excommunicable offence. 

But the offer only applies 
during the Holy Year of Mercy, 
beginning in December. It's 
not clear what happens to 
women who miss that window. 

"Pope Francis likes to have 
this merciful tone," Kate Mc¬ 
Gee told me. "Well, I think it's 
totally backfired, because now 
all sorts of people are going, 
'What? What are you talking 
about?' One of my conserva¬ 
tive friends was saying, 'Why 
is the Pope saying this? We 
already offer up absolution for 
any sin.'" 

McGee is a young psycho¬ 
therapist with the Jesuit 
college at the University of 
Toronto — a self-described 
feminist Catholic. 

Church law already varies; 
depending on whether you 
knew abortion was excom¬ 
municable, whether you were 
forced, if you were under 16. 


Priests in North Amer¬ 
ica have already agreed to 
ceremonially absolve women 
who ask for forgiveness after 
an abortion. What's new is that 
Francis is widening that power 
to other parts of the world, 
where that power lies with the 
bishop. 

The announcement is about 
tone, not substance, McGee 
noted. Abortion remains a 
grave sin in the church's eyes. 

"I've never understood why 
abortion would be excom¬ 
municable, but not murder," 
McGee added. "If you're going 
to equate them..." 

I cut her off, blurting out, "I 
didn't realize that!" and think¬ 
ing: That sounds ridiculous. 

The Pope could correct the 
inconsistency and change law, 
though "there's no evidence 
he's going to," McGee said. 

This is more like a limited¬ 
time Year of Mercy sale. 

McGee has been told it's 
good the church changes 
slowly. That way, it can bring 
with it the great swath of 
cultures woven into it. 

I've never been very patient. 

Instead of muddying the 
waters of an already polarizing 
issue, I wish the Pope would 
keep focused on the kinds of 
root causes that could greatly 
diminish the demand for abor¬ 
tions, especially poverty, and 
more ironically for a patriarch¬ 
al organization, sexism. 

I'm sure some women will 
accept the offer of mercy, but 
I'm holding out for change.

There was a six-month phase during 
the three years that it took Patrick 
deWitt to write his new novel, Under- 
majordomo Minor, when he faced 
daily anxieties over the followup to 
his award-sweeping black Western 
comedy, The Sisters Brothers. “It was 
really crippling,” he says. 

The worries returned later as ad¬ 
vance copies of the book, published 
by House of Anansi Press, began to 
circulate, and he awaited the first 
reviews. 

“I was feeling very vulnerable at 
the time. You want the book to be 
judged on its own, but ultimately I 
realized I was powerless,” he says. 

In the end, the Canadian-born 
writer, who now resides in Portland, 
Ore., decided that what matters most 
is his own feelings about the work. 

“Was this the best I could do at 
that time? I can’t worry about the 
rest too much.” 

DeWitt’s past worries are under¬ 
standable. Not only was his 2011 
novel a critic and prize-jury favour¬ 
ite, it inspired a rare fanaticism in

readers, and was optioned for film 
by actor John C. Reilly, who will 
co-star as one of the hitmen-for- 
hire siblings (the two also worked 
together on the film Terri, for which 
deWitt wrote the screenplay). Fans 
of The Sisters Brothers will rejoice 
at the return of deWitt’s wry, funny 
dialogue and over-the-top, almost 
slapstick violence. 

This time, the protagonist is a 
young, shiftless compulsive liar 
named Lucy Minor, who takes a pos¬ 
ition as a servant at the mysterious 
Castle Von Aux, owned by a baron 
whose raging bouts of insanity re¬ 
sult in one of the most disgustingly 
visceral scenes involving a rat in re¬ 
cent memoiy. While Lucy encounters 
petty thieves, bloodthirsty soldiers 


with no apparent cause to fight for 
and a treacherous “Very Large Hole,” 
the story is grounded in his pure 
love for Klara, a poor beauty from 
the village. 

Prior to Undermajordomo Min¬ 
or, deWitt was working on another 
manuscript, this time with a contem¬ 
porary setting, which he abandoned 
out of boredom. Historical eras, he 
says, give him the freedom to “ex¬ 
ercise baroque, ridiculous language. 
With an antique setting you can deal 
with anything difficult.” 

Unlike some historical authors 
(if you can technically call deWitt 
one), he doesn’t get caught up in 
research or worrying about accuracy 
— Undermajor has no identifying 
time or geographic location. 

“Authenticity and attention to 
detail hold very little interest for 
me,” he says. 

“It feels like homework, and I 
hated homework as a kid.” 

There is one bawdy scene in the 
novel that, without giving anything 
away, may test some readers and kill 
appetites for peach tarts and salami. 

DeWitt, who is drawn to broad, 
slapstick humour like Monty Python 
or even Benny Hill, originally intended 
the scene to be a “lighthearted romp,” 
countering an intimate love scene 
between Lucy and Klara, but admits 
not everyone might view it as such. 

“It’s never to revolt or shock the 
reader,” he says. 

“I like to write all sorts of differ¬ 
ent scenes: tender love scenes, scenic 
descriptions, comic dialogue. It’s a 
pleasure and fun to write, and a way 
to keep it fresh.”

Brian Selzniclc and Edwidge 
Danticat, authors of two of 
fall’s most anticipated works 
for young people, both know 
something about living in mul¬ 
tiple worlds. 

Selzniclc has been travelling, 
in his mind, among movies, 
printed books and digital texts. 
He worked on drawings for The 
Marvels, a 600-page adventure 
across the centuries that alter¬ 
nates between text and illustra¬ 
tions, while adapting his novel 
Wonderstruclc for a planned 
feature by Todd Haynes.

“In the end, storytelling is 
storytelling, and each medium 
has its own demands and op¬ 
portunities unique to it.” 

Danticat’s Untwine is nar¬ 
rated by the teen daughter 
of Haitian immigrants as she 
recovers from a serious car 
crash. Untwine was a switch 
in style for Danticat, best 
known for such adult works 
as the novel The Dew Breaker 
and the memoir Brother, I’m 
Dying, and a journey back to 
a younger self. 

The next few months will 
feature books for all ages by 
authors of all ages — from a 
new Rookie Yearbook novel 
by teen star Tavi Gevinson to 
a memoir by the 100-year-old 
Pulitzer Prize winner Herman 
Woulc — with a few Nobel 
laureates in between.

Vancouver 

Vancouver developer West- 
bank Projects has announced 
a new 59-storey, twisting con¬ 
dominium tower, a promin¬ 
ent landmark at Howe Street 
and Beach Avenue. Vancouver 
House will be one of the city’s 
tallest residential towers, slated 
for completion in 2018. 

The project will include one 
of Vancouver’s most innovative 
works of public art: an installa¬ 
tion by renowned local artist 
Rodney Graham. A giant spin¬ 
ning chandelier will be sus¬ 
pended beneath the Granville 
Street bridge, the gateway to 
the city’s downtown core. The 
large kinetic sculpture will take 
the shape of a giant faux-ciystal, 
18th-century candelabra.

Public art enhances the urban ex¬ 
perience and enlivens city street- 
scapes. In many Canadian muni¬ 
cipalities, condo developers are 
required to contribute funding to 
the public realm as an offset for 
rezoning considerations. 

In the city of Vancouver for 
example, rezonings greater than 
100,000 square feet are required 
to contribute $1.81 per square 
foot to a public art process ap¬ 
proved by the city. It’s a way for 
developers to “give back” to the 
community, in the form of pub¬ 
lic parks, community centres, 
swimming pools and public art. 

Ottawa 

In Ottawa, the Comers on Main 
is a two-building, midrise condo 
project at the corner of Main 
Street and Oblate Avenue. This 
stretch of Main Street is slated for 
a complete makeover, planned 
by the city of Ottawa. Part of the 
design includes a city-commis¬ 
sioned art installation created 
by Ottawa artist Stuart Kinmond 
and will feature a series of geo¬ 
metrically shaped benches and 
three, six-metre towers. A series 
of glass images will depict land¬ 
scapes of the Rideau Canal, the 
Rideau River and old Ottawa East. 

Halifax 

As part of an initiative to bring 
public art to the Halifax and 
Bedford waterfronts, Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Waterfront Development 
Corporation has partnered with 
condo developer Provident De¬ 
velopments to profile works by 
Maritimes-based artists Darren 
Byers and Fred Harrison. 

Of Sea and Shore is a sculp¬ 
ture cast in bronze and textured 
with carvings. A stainless steel 
element represents the sprawl¬ 
ing reach of the Bedford Basin.

The Toronto third baseman 
drove in a run in the first inning 
and two in the second, upping 
his MLB-leading RBI total to 111 
in the Blue Jays’ 5-1 win over 
the Cleveland Indians on Wed¬ 
nesday He also showed off his 
hustle and athleticism, diving 
though the air to evade catcher 
Yan Gomes’ tag and score on a 
shallow sacrifice fly ball by Troy 
Tulowitzki in the second. 

“It’s gotten to the point where 
nothing this guy does surpris¬ 
es you any more. I mean he’s 
a super-hero, really,” said Jays 
starter R.A. Dickey, who threw 
a complete-game four-hitter. “He 
is in a special place right now.” 

“He’s on a mission,” echoed 
Toronto manager John Gibbons. 

Donaldson played down his 
second-inning heroics, saying 
he just saw the opportunity with 
second baseman Jason Kipnis 
back-peddling to get to the ball. 

“So I took it,” he said. 

With the sellout crowd chant¬ 
ing M-V-P, Donaldson singled, 
doubled and doubled before 
Cleveland finally induced him 
to ground out in the seventh in¬ 
ning. And Donaldson made that 
play close at the bag. 

In the third, he challenged In¬ 
dians left-fielder Michael Brantley 
and won, turning a single into 
a double. 

It was Donaldson’s 48th multi¬ 
hit game and 14th three-hit game 
this season. His RBI total is the 
most by a Blue Jay since Jose 
Bautista’s 124 in 2010.
